Horace Martin 
founded Vibroplex and sewed up the patents on the bug as we know it in 
1904. Vibroplex made about 100,000 bugs. In 1933, Martin sold Vibroplex 
to another pary. He retained the right to make bugs and started Martin 
Research & Mfg. He continued to make the same models as he did at 
Vibroplex. I believe that he had a little better quality control 
however. In 1939 he again sold out, this time to J.H.Bunnell the famous 
key maker for 100 years in New York. Bunnell continued to make the keys 
and called them Bunnell Martin FLASH KEYS.

Jim, N2G0, asked about using a IC-735 for QRP work; since this is what I am 
using at the moment, I will come out of lurking to put in my two bits 
worth. As it comes from the factory, the 735 is set to approximently 10 
watts when set on minumum position; NOT QRP levels in my opinion. But, 
like most modern QRO rigs it can be lowered WITHOUT affecting your high 
output. There is a book out that explains the procedue completely; can't 
remember the title; the author is Dave Ingram. Anyway, here is the short 
version of it. 


With the rig laying on its top, with the knobs facing you, remover the 
bottom cover (which should now be facing up). Look in the upper right 
corner for a group of little pots. They will be in the shape of roughly an 
uppside-down "L". You will need a QRP wattmeter and a dumby load connected 
for setting the levels. Next look for a pot labled "LO"; I can't remember 
the R-2??. Turn the power on the front panel all the way down. Key the 
rig and adjust the "LO" pot till you get 5 watts or what ever you want at 
the meter. REMEMBER, this does NOT affect your high output, you will still 
be able to put out 100 watts on high, it just affects the lower limit. 
Thats it, you now have a 735 QRP rig. I would HIGHLY recomend you find a 
copy of the book and read the step-by-step instructions. Ox call ICOM, 
they will take you through the procedure too. 


PS Just called Oak Hills; my new Exp II for 40 meter is on it's way.

Jim... (the one with the great call - i.e. N2G0) 


I use the IC-735 as my primary QRP station. I have built a few rock bound 


TX's for QRPp, and I'll be doing more home built stuff down the road. I wanted 
to join in on the 80 meter QRP net but didn't have any quartz close enough, and 
started using the 735 at minimum power (approximately 8 watts on my rig). A few 
folks suggested biasing the ALC on the rig to reduce the output further, but I 
didn't look into it much. Then Dave WA4NID sent me an E-mail that discussed 
doing this successfully on another rig so I was motivated to investigate this 
further. I built an outboard sidecar with a pot, an on/off switch, a 9 volt 
battery, and a couple fixed resistors to house a variable voltage divider 
network. This gives me control from a few micro-watts to 5 watts or so. It 

has helped me clear my conscience by operating at or below 5 watts since, and 
although I enjoy the flexibility of continuous coverage QRP, I'm parked on 

3560 most of the time I spend in my den. 


Aside from the abililty to externally control Tx power, the 735 specs 
are (from memory): 


Freq: 100 kHz - 30 MHz 
TX 2 10 to 100 watts 
Modes: Cw, AM, LSB, USB, FM, RTTY 
Memories: 12 (also tune as VFO's) 
VFO's: 2. can be used separately or in split mode. I love this rig for the 
RS satellites. 

Keying: Full or Semi QSK (mine has built in keyer full iambic / no memories) 
The mike gain control doubles as keyer speed control which is only 
an inconvenience but for two reasons: 

- The mike gain control is an audio taper pot, thus keying 
speed control is non-linear. 

- Switching between SSB and CW requires resetting the pot 
at each change (unless you send as fast as you talk loud) 
(I rarely use SSB, so this is minor for me). 


Comments: Until recently, this rig has been suspiciously absent on the used 
market. I think this speaks well of it's desirability, utility, and 
reliability. I have no intention of upgrading any time soon, and I 
bought mine at Dayton in 1986. Haven't been to Dayton since: -( 


Control: There is limited remote controllability via a two-wire serial 
interface. You can build up an adapter with a Maxum MAX-232 or 
equivalent, and save the outrageous price of the factory built box. 
I have little interest in this feature, and have not yet exploited 
it. It's something I can explore when I get bored with the rig and 
start getting a sense of its obsolesence. By the way... the new 706 
has the ability to control the 735 specifically. I suspect this was 
added by ICOM to get the 735 owners off the dime and motivated to 
buy something new :-) 


Antennas: The rig is wired to accomodate outboard transverters, and I seem to 
recall a separate Rx antenna option also exists. These are RCA plugs 


on the back panel with short wrap jumper cables. I haven't done a 
thing with that feature either, but this is one I intend to explore. 


You might say I'm a very satisfied owner, so consider all the above 
subjective elements heavily biased, and test the waters with other 735 owners. 
If you do sink your allowance into one, I can guide you on getting it to take 
a QR p :-) On this subject, I have observed that the bias set point varies 
from day to day, but is stable over time once I have set this. I have yet to 
investigate the reason for this, but suspect it is due to 1 of 5 reasons: 

1) The 9 volt supply varies slightly (the network is a virtual no load, 

and I don't employ regulation. 

2) Room temperature changes cause the bias network to drift. 

3) My "sidecar" is mechanically unstable (poor soldering, etc.) 

4) The ALC is frequency sensitive (this is fishing) 

5) My bias network is too high an impedance, and doesn't provide a good 

termination and is thus loaded by ALC dynamics that are dependent on 
the antenna match. 


This obviously is not a severe problem, and I need to reach a much higher 
level of frustration before I will likely ferret this one out.

This is a little long, so delete now if you're not interested in the scoop 
on Vanity Calls. 


AMATEUR STATION VANITY CALL SIGN SYSTEM 


A vanity call sign (a call sign selected by the FCC from a list of call 
signs requested by the station licensee or license trustee) may be requested 
for a primary or club station. The request must be made by the licensee or, 
in the case of a club station, by the club station license trustee, on FCC 
Form 610-V Amateur Raio Station Vanity Call Sign Request. It must be filed 
with the required fee. (See FCC Form 1070-V for mailing instructions and 
fee requirement.) RACES and military recreation stations are not eligible 
for vanity call signs. 


The requestor may list up to twenty-five call signs in order of preference. 
The exact prefix, numeral, and suffix must be given for each call sign. 
Requests stated in general terms such as, "Any call sign with my initials" 
or "Any call sign having the prefix (or suffix) _____ "will be dismissed. 
The first assignable call sign on the list for which the requestor is 
eligible will be shown on the license grant for the requestor's station and 
the original call sign will be vacated. Should no requested call sign be 
assignable to the station, the original call sign will continue to be shown 
on the license grant. 


A Call Sign Is Assignable - two years following license expiration, 
surrender, revocation, set aside, cancellation, void abinitio, or death of 
the grantee. See Fact Sheet PR-5000 #206 Sequential Call Sign System for 
explanations of call sign group, format, and prefix. 

The exceptions are: 


FORMER HOLDER - The two year requirement does not apply to an otherwise 
eligible primary station if the call sign was previously assigned to the 
primary, secondary, repeater, control, auxiliary link, or space station of 
the requestor. 


CLOSE RELATIVE OF FORMER HOLDER NOW DECEASED - Upon the death of the 
holder, a call sign is assignable IMMEDIATELY to an otherwise eligible 
primary station of a close relative (the holder's spouse, child, grandchild, 
stepchild, parent, grandparent, stepparent, brother, sister, stepbrother, 
stepsister, aunt, uncle, niece, nephew, or in-law). 


REQUEST IN MEMORIAM - Upon the death of the holder, the call sign is 
assignable IMMEDIATELY to an otherwise eligible club station. The trustee's 
files must include a written statement from a close relative, as listed 
above, of the deceased showing consent of the relative of the request. 


CALL SIGN GROUP ELIGIBILITY is determined by the requestor's class of 
operator license: 


o Amateur Extra - Group A,B,C, OR D o Technician Plus Class - Group C or D 
o Advanced - Group B, C, or D o Technician Class - Group C or D 
o General - Group C or D o Novice Class - Group D 


The only exception is: 

FORMER HOLDER - The operator class requirement does not appliy to an 
otherwise eligible primary station if the call sign was previously assigned 
to the primary, secondary, repeater, control, auxiliary link, or space 
station of the requestor. 


REQUESTOR'S MAILING ADDRESS DETERMINES ELIGIBILITY FOR CALL SIGN FORMAT AND 
PREFIX: 


- One of the contiguous 48 states - Regions 1-10. 

- Alaska - Regions 1-11. 

- American Samoa - Reions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 13 having the numeral 8. 
- Commonwealth of Northern Marianna Islands - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in 
Region 13 having the numeral 0. 

- Guam - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 13 having the numeral 2. 

- Hawaii - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 13 having the numeral 6 or 7. 

- Puerto Rico - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 12 having numeral 3 or 4. 

- Virgin Islands - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 12 having the numeral 2. 


The EXCEPTIONS are: 


FORMER HOLDER - The mailing address requirement does not apply to an 
otherwise eligible primary station if the call sign was previously assigned 
to the primary, secondary, repeater, control, auxiliary link, or space 
station of the requestor. 


CLOSE RELATIVE OF FORMER HOLDER NOW DECEASED - The mailing address 
requirement does not apply to the otherwise eligible primary station of a 
close relative, as listed above. 


REQUEST IN MEMORIAM - The mailing address eligibility requirement does not 
apply in the case of an otherwise eligible club station for a vanity call 
sign call sign requested in memoriam. The trustee's files must include a 
written statemnt from a close relative, as listed above, of the deceased 
showing consent of the relative to the request. 


STARTING GATES are being used to implement the system in stages. 
Applications filed before the appropriate starting gate opens will be 
dismissed. A public notice will announce the opening of each gate. They are: 


GATE 1 - A primary station licensee of any class operator may request the 

call sign previously shown on the license, or on the primary, secondary, 
repeater, auxiliary link, control, or space station license of a 

now-deceased close relative. A club station license trustee of any class 
operator may request the call sign previously shown on the club station license. 


GATE 1A - A license trustee of a club station may request in memoriam the 
call sign previously shown on the station license of a deceased person who 
was a member of the club. The club must have held a club station license 
grant on March 24, 1995. The trustee's files must include a letter from a 
close relative, as listed above, of the deceased confirming the deceased 
person's association with the club and show consent of the relative to the 
request. 


GATE 2 - An Amateur Extra Class operator may request a Group A, B, C, or D 
call sign for his or her primary station. 

An Amateur Extra Class operator may request, including request in memoriam, 
a Group A, B, C, or D call sign for the club station for which he or shee is 
license trustee. 


GATE 3 - An Advanced Class operator may request a Group B, C, or D call sign 
for his or her primary station. 

An Advanced Class operator may request, including request in memoriam, a 
Group B, C, or D call sign for the club station for which he or she is 
license trustee. 


GATE 4 - A General, Technician Plus, or Technician Class operator may 
request a Gropu C, or D call sign for his or her primary station. 

A General, Technician Plus, or Technician Class operator may request, 
including a request in memoriam, a Group C, or D call sign for the club 
station for which he or she is license trustee. 

A Novice Class operator may request a Group D call sign for his of her 
primary station.

Well, times sure have changed from the days of my youth, 

when a coil was physically proportional to the size of 

the inductance. You had a big coil, you had a chonk of H. 
Dirt cheap, country simple logic. Kinda like me. 

So today I got my 624 Kits VLF convertorizor (long rant 

about TR7s, synthesized radios at VLF subtended for later 
gibbering) and it's not on a board with lots of big chonks 

of H. The two little coils in the LPF what brangs the RF 
(that's "arf") to the convertor circuit are about the size of 
a 1/2 watt resistor. Marked like that too. So now I have a 
convertor to build, which will allow me to listen to signals 
where wavelengths are measured in kilos of meters, and it's 
all on a board about 1x2.

While the outboard ALC control circuit does work well, 

the IC-735 does have internal adjustment pots for MIN and MAX power and 
a HI/LOW power switch. 

The HI/LOW switch changes the output power from 100 to 50 watts(factory 
defaults). 

The MIN pot adjusts the minimum output power when the front panel RF power 
control is set to minimum. 

The MAX pot sets the maximum power output fot the IC-735. 

The adjustment pots and switch are listed on the schematic but are not 
identified on the pictorials in the manual so you have to find them. 

I don't have the schematic in front of me now but I can look up the info 
if anyone is interested. 

My IC-735 is set so that the front panel RF power control adjusts from 

3 to 100 watts output. I usually run it about 4.5 watts for CW but 
ocasionally have to bump it up to 50 watts for the 75 meter Homebrew Net.

The IC-735 will go QRP. There are two ways to do this that I know about. 


1. You build some kind of battery biasing contraption which attaches 
externally to the radio. The voltage changes ALC. The device has 
one or two pots on it to vary the 
voltage and I suppose you can calibrate the markings on the pot. Just 
like some 
hams to make things more difficult. 


2. If you are a neat person there are two internal pots in the IC-735. One 
of these 

controls the high power setting of the slider power control (on the 
front panel) 

which is 100 watts out of the box. The second trim pot controls the low 
power 

setting which is 10 watts out of the box. The controls are interactive 
but if you 

work on it, you can get the '735 so you have a 3-100 watt variable power 
level 

from the front panel. Power seems to be consistent from 1.6-30 MHz. 


The IC-735 has a short RCA jumper cable on the back of the chassis. Remove 
this 

and you can have a separate RX antenna. You could add a switch (coax) to go 
between 

the RX and main antenna. I've used it with VLF convertors, etc. 


I don't know about computer interface, but my IC-735 works nicely with my KAM 
(packet and all mode TNC). All the PTT, RX audio and TX audio conncetions go 
to one of two "accessories" DIN plugs on the rear. No fussing with speaker 
and mike connections when you want to use data modes... and you can turn down 
the speaker without affecting RX audio level to the TNC. The other din plug 
has voltage stuff on it to control the radio and their AH-2 whip/longwire 
tuner. 


The only bad thing with the IC-735 as a QRP radio is the current drain, but 
then I would not want to hump it in a backpack either.

It depends... what's the VFO like? If it already has a couple of buffer amps 
tacked on to the end of it, just tap off some if the signal after the amps. 


If it doesn't, the best plan is probably to add an amp, for two reasons. 1: 
The VFO output probably isn't enough to drive the counter unless it's a fancy 
counter, and 2: sucking out enough signal to drive the counter will either 
pull the osc way off freq, or stop it from oscillating.
